Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. The current abstract is too long.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common feature 
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between the two groups is the final block polymer. This block polymer does not avoid 
the prior art as shown by Matsuzaki '127. Matsuzaki exemplifies (#1 ) a block polymer 
having a polyester midblock flanked by polyoxymethylene blocks. In Matsuzaki's 
polyester block, the last repeating unit -OCH2CH2CH2CH2-0(CO)-aryl-(CO)0- 
qualifies as applicant's 0-R1 -0-C0-R2-C0-X with R1 being -CH2CH2CH2CH2- , R2 
being aryl and m=1. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Species of polymer "D"; species of chain linking units 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

The claims are deemed to correspond to tlie species listed above in the following 
manner:

OR 

D is polyether and the chain linker is a diester of carbonic acid 
OR 

D is polybutadiene and the chain linker is a dicarboxylic acid 

The following claims are generic: 1,3-6,19-25,28,30-32 and 36. 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 

Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding 

special technical features for the following reasons: Matsuzaki as explained above 

shows the generic claim 1 to be unpatentable 

A telephone call was made to Ashley Pezzner on 1 2/2/08 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 
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The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims.

Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
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patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply wliere tlie restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues.
